Au American _ businessman 
hus gaşked the Harland and 
Wolff shipyard in Belfast if it 
could build three replicas of 
the ill-fated Titanic. 

So far. the yard has received 
two lerters from Mr James 
Beasley, chairman of Trousit 
Risk, which specializes in 
transport, air and marine 
insurance, aod is based in San 
Diego, iforntt. A Harland 
nffical said that Mir Beasley's 
general philosophy was that a 
new breêèed of liner was necded 
by rFenple wishing to cross the 
Atlantic. 

Harland and Wolff, now a 
loss-making yard. buill the 
Tiranic, which sank south of 
Newfoundland on 4pril 14, 
1912, with a loss of more than 
1,500 peap!e after striking an 
iceberg on her miuiden voyage. 

Tiranice Il, Titanic IJI and 
Tiranic IV would çost $1,500m 
{about £660ms. The Belfast 
shinya'd was chosen, ir seems, 
in the interests cf authenticity. 

Tkte Jerters contained no 
direct proposals for Harland 
and Wolff, although it iç 
understood that Mr Beasley has 
engaged a firm of naval archi- 
tects, Rosertblatt of New York, 
to draw up detailed designs. 

Yesterday Mr Beasley, who 
held press conferences in the 
United States earlier in the 
week, said that the ships would 
rescmble the Titanic omy on 
the ourside, with modern 
interiors. The sbirs would 
cater for only 600 passengers, 
with prices from £1,000 a dav. 

Little is known in Britain vf 
Transit Risk, but Mîr Beasley 
said thar the financial backcrte 
was being put together bv 
several large conıpanries and 
banking organizations. Transit 
Risk was set up thrce years ago 
snd created a subsidiary, tre 
Titanic Passenzer Steamslip 
Line, two vears a30. 

Mir Beasley szid that 1he shins 
would pay for themselves with- 
in four years. He hoped to start 
a liner service from 1985. 

Reports of the possible nrders 
were greeted with scepticism— 
if not actual disbelief — ir 
Belfast yesterday. 

The state-owned yard employs 
about 7.000 workers whose 
spread of skills are different 
from ı1hose needed to build 
1arge, luxury Jiners, In recent 
years the company has been 
building bulk carriers, tankers 
and ferries, and has had £230m 
state aid since the 1960s. 

Harland and Wolff believes 
ihat there was nothing wrong 
with the Titanic ana that had 
it not struck an iceberg, it 
would hare had a Jong aod 
useful life, “We believe ir 
would bave passed sea 
worthiness requirements up tO 
the 1950s”. an official said.

Success for Soviet killer-satellite

The Hnuse dismissed an appeal 
by the Mictropolitan Police Com- 
missioner from the Court of 
Appeal (Lord Widgery, Lord Jus- 
tice Ervelekgh and Mr Justice 
O"Congor) which had allowed ar 
appeal by James Caldwell, aged 
47, against his conviction at the 
Certral Criminal Court of arsort 
witi1 intent tO life, con- 
trary to sectliou 1(2Hb} of the 
Criminal Damage Act. plea 
of gullty to simple arson was not 
accepted.

Lord Wilberforce sald he would 
dismişs the appcal and answer the 
certified questions as sugzested by 
Lord Edmund-Davies. 

LORD DIPLOCK, answering the 
questions in the manner witkt 
which the majority of the House 
agreed, said that the defendant 
had been doing work for the pro- 
prietor of a residential hotel, He 
considered that he had a grievance 
against the proprietor. One night 
he got very, drunk aad ir the 
early bours of the morning decided 
to revenge himself on the pro- 
prietor y setting fire to the hotel, 
in which şome 10 guesıs were 
ving at the tims.

At his trial he said that he was 
so drunk at the time that the 
thought that there might be people 
in the hotel whose lives might 
be endangered if it were set on 
fire nerer crossed his mind. 


He was Indicted on two counts 
of arson under section 1(1) and 
(2 of the 1971 Act. That section 
read : *" (1) A person wlio without 
lawful excuse destroys or damgges 
any property belonglug to another 
intending to destroy or dama: 
any such property or being reck- 
less as to ether any such 
property would be destrogşed or 
damaged shal be guilty of ax 


offence. 
„ “(Û) A persor who without 
Tawfll excuse destroys or damages 


any property, whether helongin) 
to himself or another . ... ( 

intending to destroy or damage 
any Ee or being ا‎ ّ

Count 1 contained the charse of 
the more serious offence urider 
section 1{2J—~to which the defen’ 
dant pleaded nort guilty. He relied 
oa his self-induced drunkennass 
as a defence, on the groumtd that 
the offerce under subsection (2) 
was one ûf ““ ific intent "" irr 
the sense in which that expression 
had been used In speeches in tha 
House in R v Majewski ([1977] 
AC 443). Count Z2 contained the 
lesser offence under sector 1(1), 
to which he pleaded guilty. 

The rccorder directed the jury 
that self-induced druakeurg'ss was 
not a dçfence to count 1, and the 
jury corvicted him.

The Gulf war which everyone 
thought would be over in about 
six days when it opened on 
September 22, has now lasted 
six months. Will our map, 
which shows the latest positions 
on, the battlefield, need to be 
redrawn for the war's first 
anniversary in the autumn? 

The question is apposite 
because of the conjuction of 
two events. One is the recent 
falure of the latest Islamic 
peace initiative which foun- 
dered, like its Pgdecessors, oR 
the bedrock o 1i 
mentalism. Another is 
approach of spring, which 
renews the possibility of an 
offensive by one side or the 
other after the winter rains. 

That possibility has not quite 
arrived. The soil at the war 
front is said to be drying out, 
enabling tanks once more to 
move through the flat expanses 
of Southern Khuzestan.

Now is the time, however, 
when western analysts would 
expect to see extensive re- 
deployment of troops if either 
army were contemplating, the 
concentration of forces for a 
fresh offensive.

lf in these days af sncering at 
so-called box-office program- 
miog there has ro be an excuse 
for putting an an evening nf 
three of Mendelssohn's most 
popular wnrks, then the Rnyal 
Philharmonic Society had one 
ready made. 

It' was at one of the sacicty's 
early cancerts in May, 1833. that 
the Hirst performance took place 
of a “Sinfonia, composed ex- 
pressly for this Saciety " by F. 
Mendelssohn Bartholdy. Naw, 
in its 169th season, the society 
presented this fourth symphony 
(the Italian) on Wednesday as 
part of a series which celebrates 
the world premieres with which 
rhey have been assnciated. 

Ir was the greatar pity that 
Pinchas Zukerman and the 
English Chamhcr Orchectra 
seemed 50 eager to be throuzh 
with the work. Jt had, ir is 
true, that “ fine flow nf animal 
spirits” which the first night 
critic praised; and the brisk 
rempo of its third movement 
meant that the mist which often 
settles on its contours was 
lifted. 

„ Bur the first movement's 
‘irresistible springing zest was 
hlunted to a rough. albeit un- 
flagamg energy, the violins 
never quite sharply enough in 
the heart of their notes, And 


relaxed. Fere his playing had a 
winning İiyrical charm while 
catching all the music's caprice, 

Scriabin’s dreams and visions 
have always been clase to his 
heart. and in the Eight Studies, 
np 42, chosen to end the’ first 
half he caught the essential 
phantasmagaric nature of the 
inspiration even if texture was 
sometirnes confused by inatten- 
tive pedalling.

Sir, I have the duty tn advise the 
University of Orfurd in all marters 
pertaining 4o salty.

prètation nf the maze of legislation

additinn to this cullcctinn is the 
Control of Pollution (Special Waste! 
Regulations 15%0, which deals with 
the disposal of noxious substances. 

This confusing documem contains 
a schedule of srıbsrances, including 
all iaboratory chemicals, which are 
deemed to be potentially noxious. 
The test as to whether any sample 
actually is noxious is intriguina and 
1 quote. “if a single dose of not 
mere than five cubic centimetres 
would be likely to cause death cr 
serious damage to tissue if ingestad 
by a child of 20 kilograms hov 
weight ". IF, on the other hand, it is’ 
not possible for a child to ingezt 
five cubic ‘centimetres, which in 
thê case of a listed substance, such 
as asbestos, might well be so. then 
.that sample does not come under 
the regulations. 

The choice of children as an 
experimental species is unusual, It 
may’, of course, be an attempt In 
reduce the number of experiments 
un animals in view cf ıhe resent 
activities of the anti-çivisecrian 
groups. However, the documznt dacs 
nor reveal where ona may nhtain a 
supply of 20-kilogram children for 
thêse tests, 

lt is fair to sav thar pur iocal 
authority have said that they are 
waiting for clarification of certain 
aspects ûf these regulations from the 
Department of the Environment, 
Yours faithfully.

In the absence of any suclı agree- 
ment, and now Lhat Mr Arkins has 
abandoned his initiative, would it

ever steps are practical ro limit the 
extent of direct rule by the Irislt 
Office ? The first of these is the 
enlargement of Ulster represenla- 
tion nt Westminster, already a 
staıuie. The second would be rhe 
establishment of normal local gov’ 
ernment such as prevails in the rest 
of the kinsdom, Another possible 
step forward might be tn increase 
Uister representation in the House 
of Lords. 


Devolution is nar, at the time of 
writing, much in favour in Great 
Britain. But, of course, if ever there 
were again a move towards devolu- 
tion for Scotland .and Wales—and I 
hope there will not be— Ulster, with 
its long experience of devolved gov- 
ermenî, would have a strong case 
for returning to ir. Meanwhile any 
attempt to restore devolved gov- 
ernment to Ulster alone, even if 
the Ulster parties and the West 
minster Parliament could agree on 
its form, would inevitably be seen 
as diluting the unity of the kingdom. 

As a Conservatire I personally 
deplored the dismantling of Stor- 
mont. Whatever its imperfections it 
was a working concern and it is 
always dangerous to remore what 
works even with the intention of 
improving on ir, But Srormonr suf- 
fered from one grave disadvantage. 
It kept the best political brains of 
Ulster in Belfast instead of sending 
them to Westminster. Surely the 
province that produced a galaxy of 
field marshals in World War li and 


. sustained sratesmen of the calibre 


of Carson, Craig and Basil Brooke 
should ‘have risen above the purely 
provincial level .and had more of a 
say in the affairs of the United 
Kingdûam as a whole.

Heavy fall 
in industry 
stocks
